SPAIN — HER INSURRECTION AND 
HER SLAVE TRADE. 



The lalo telegraphic now? from Spain an- 
nounces the mot that the revolution in that 
•ountry was dying out, and that the lender 
of the insurrection, General Prim, woa on 
Iho point of being tahon prisoner or driven 
into Portugal. On turning to ihe latest 
European papors, however, wo arc led to 
fsnoy that tho Spanish insurrection will not 
be bo easily extinguished as the telegram 
•would briefly have us boliove. Tliorf is in 
fact too much of tho Don Quixote character 
in the generals who have gone iu pursuit of 
Iho rebels to lead us lo credit readily a sup- 
pression of tho revolt. Ono of the field- 
niarshals of Spain, uamcd Concha, started 
out in pursuit of Prim wilh an r.rmy ol 300 
men. Tho old officer, with Napoleonic tnclics, 
was determined to mako activity and speed 
componsate hi in for tho smallnos3 of his 
force, and so getting into a railway iraio 
with bis army ho gave orders to utart nfier 
the robuls. Off the train went, mile after 
mile was quickly traversed, until at length 
tho insurgent forces were discerned at ono of 
the towns at which the train was accustomed 
to stop. Here the field-marshal saw from his 
carriage window a group of individuals 
mounted whom he took to be General Prim 
and his staff. Ho did not alight wilh his 
army, however, but went on, no doubt with 
the intention of making a flank movement 
end capturing tho whole rebel force, in tho 
samo way as the Irishman surrounded nod 
captured his six enemies. Tho manoeuvre, 
it would appear, did not succeed ; for we find 
Prim, after leaving the lown, coming back to 
it. Another general, Zibala, has also been 
in pursuit of the rebels, but by somo strange 
ooincidonoo he and Prim resemble the two 
parallel lines that never touch each other. A 
dozen different accounts tell us of the close 
approach of the two armies, ol tho oortainty 
of Prim being destroyed, but tho collision 
novor takes place, and tho robel force con- 
tinually ovades auuihilation. In one instance 
it appears a battle was neurly ocourring, but 
Prim ungenorously, as the correspondent of 
ono of ibc London papers has it, destroyed a 
bridge over which Zibala had lo pass, and 
tho fight did not como off. Zabula was very 
indignant at this, and oven more so at baring 
" lost the ruti" of his opponent. " While ho 
was thus," says the correspondent in question, 
casting about for information, indulging in 
surmises, and grumbling at the disappear- 
ance of tho bridge ol Fuentodcuefia, word was 
8«nt him next day by General O'Donnell that 
the rebels had parsed that morning at Ave 
o'clock by Villalobos, in a different direction; 
whereupon Zabala wrote to say that he was 
proparing to follow them by railroad, sternly 
resolved not to rest until ho had overtaken 
them. Up to tho 7th it doe3 cot appear that 
Zebala had destroyed any one, or anything 
— either rebels or bridges." Then, again, 
another celebrated general, the Military 
Governor of Zamoro wus completely hood- 
winked by Prim. Just as tho Military 
Governor and his army had got within figlit- 
iDg diatanco of Iho rebels iho latter retre:itcd 
to a line of railway and disappeared iu a log. 
Such is the description of the groat insurrec- 
tion that is shaking Spain to its centre, 
giving birth to tho most horrible rumors that 
the Court Physician has attempted to poison 
•ho Queen, and that General O'Donnell is 
plotting her abdication. 

It is more gratifying, if not so amusing, to 
turn from the domestic broils of Spain to one 
feature in her foreign policy— tho abrogation 
of tha slave trade. This abrogation, how- 
ever, the London Timet tells U3 was not n 
gponlaneous offering lo liberty or Immunity 
but n work of necessity. The slave trade 
had ceased lo pay and Spain was only sus- 
taining a bod reputation without receiving 
any benefit. The African coast now, thanks 
to Iho vigilanoo of tho English Fquadrun is 
free from tho traffic ; hut ono considerable 
shipment il is said took pluco during the 
whole of last yoar. " A system of blockade 
was adopted " eaya tho Tunes, " which at a 
heavy cost to ourselves, effectually sealed the 
ports of export, and the trade was gradually 
givon| up us impracticable: The slaves 
brought from tho interior for shipment rr- 
niuinod 60 long on tho dealer's hands that 
Lis prospoctivo profits wero absorbed in tho 
cost of maintaining them, and tho business 
became a losing one. Still, many slave 
merchants held on for the ohaocs of an op- 
portunity, and on tho speculation of n mo- 
mentary break in the blockade ; nor would il 
cvon now, cxeopi fur tho declarations 
of Spam, bo salo to reckon on the no 
solute extinction ol the trullio. i lie 
roeult has not boen attained without 
heroic oxertion and infinite endurance. 
Through a long course of years it has been a 
dosperato and not unequal raco. The bIuvo- 
dealers enjoyed tho advantages of long ex- 
perience, abundant cnpital, and ofleclivc 
combination. They were always informed 
of tho slightest movement in the squadron, 
and proparcd to turn tho first chance to ac- 
count. Tboy had latlorly employed blcam 
power in thoir ships, and they threw ull their 
energies into tho game. But tlio blockado 
was loo strict for thorn- Off that gloomy 
coast, and in that fatal olimuto, our cruiser- 
loy at anahor day niter day, within simial 
diatanco of ouch other, and when ono vessel 
was compollod to foil out of thu lino another 
fell in. Of the wearisome and exhausting 
monotony of such u life on such n slaliou no 
words of ourB oouid convey any just idea. 
Mind as well as body succumbod under tho 
alrain, and constant reliefs became noccaiary 
for tho efficiency ol tho service All this 
while, the shivers waited and calculated with 
•qual patience till tho biilunco turiiod visibly 
against them, and thon came the adhesion of 
Spain to complole Iho'.r disuomfiluro nnd 
orown Iho enterprise" Ono of tho results ol 
tho suppression of llio liullio is to bo found 



in the slavodealors trading in palm oil in* 
slead of human being,*, and, it is said, quito 
a legilinato trade is springing up along the 
coast. All that the Engliah Government and 
English people now demand is that Spain 
shall cirry out her recent declaration with 
eiucerity, so as to allow tho largo naval force 
stationed along the African coast to givo up 
its unhoalthy and increasing vigils.

With 
tliB money raised it is proposed to send for 
MrB. Lineker and bar family, and remove 
them to this city, where they will bo under 
the snrveillance of those who may afford them 
better sustenance than their own natural pro- 
teotor is cither unwilling or uuabla to do,

Dr. Helmcken onquircd how it wns pro- 
posed to raise the monoy, if the £50,000 
English loan conld not be obtained. 

Mr. DeCosmos said tho query camp well 
from tho lion, gentleman who hud bimeell 
voted, in faror of the loan. The House had 
decided in Committee of Ways aud Means 
that tho monoy should be bo raised, and ho 
considered the credit of the colony quite 
good onongh to effect tho object. 

Or. Helmcken said when he voted for the 
loan he had no idea that tho real ostato tax 
was to bo repealed. 

Mr. Duncnn thought aomo othor provision 
Bhould bo made regarding the rate of intsroBt 
payable. 

Tho cunoting clause passed, Dr. Holmck&n 
contra. 

Dr. Holmcken hero left, nnd Drs. Powell 
and Ash and Mr. Cochrano entered. 

Mr. Duncan moved that the rate of interest 
payable on tho debentures be reduced from 
12 to 7 per cent. Tho motion wns lost. 

The remaining clauses passed with some 
amendments.

Dr. Ash opposed the making of the road ; 
lis considered that a trait from Shawnignn 
to Nanaimo would be all that the ozigenaies 
of tho country would require. 

Mr. DeCosmos said in reply to tho hon. 
mombcrs representing tho important District 
of Metchosin, and espooiully tho sontor 
momber, he had only to say that that geollo- 
man — who was always oorrcct, always free 
from misapprehension — had in this instance 
gravely misapprehended, had in fact shown 
there was something the matter with his 
visual organs. When ho (Mr. DeCosmos) 
had first introduced tho scheme into the 
House, ho laid a map of the road before tho 
bon. the Speaker and tho rest of the members, 
and gave tho data of the Acting Surveyor 
General. With regard to tho observnlions 
of tho junior member for Metchosin he would 
rather lake his opinion on physio and tha 
diagnosis ol n disoaso than on the roads. 

Dr. Helmcken said the hon. gentleman was 
very facetious, very good natnrud, and that 
was a sign that his digostion was good 
(laughter) and that little mischief would be 
close that day ; for was it not u historical 
fact that many of tho wicked acts of kings 
and potentates were duo to the oondition of 
those great people's digestion (laughter). 
Ha did not, howevsr, know what the hon. 
genlloman meant by diagnostics (laughter). 
Mr DeCosmos— I never used the word. 
Dr. Helmcken— Well, he [Dr. U.J thought 
ho had. He wus glad, however, to see that 
the hon. gentleman's bile was in bettor order, 
for it anything was more destructive than 
another in tbo legislation of the country it 
was a disturbed condition of the general 
health [laughter]. 

Mr; DeCosmos — Then the hou. gontleman 
and his party mast have suffered muoh from 
this derangement in the eariy administration 
ol tho colony to have produced so much evil 
— thai made the people bo diicontonted that 
tho Governor was obliged to be removed. 

Dr. Helmohen denied that the colony was 
misgoverned prior to tho last few years. It 
went on, in fact, swimmingly. Evcryboily 
made money, and ovorybody was oonlented, 
and if the voice of the people was demanded 
now it would loudly call for tho restoration 
of Sir James Douglas. [No, no, Irom Mr. 
DeCo.uios], Ho [ Dr. HJ said yos. It was 
during the last few years that the misehiof 
to the country was done and that mischief 
iras principally duo to the legislation that 
had beon introduced destroying tbo (roe port 
[Hear, hear, and derisive laughter). To come 
hack to the road, however, it would pass 
through in some places an Impracticable 
couutry, and would cost moro than 525,000 
lor lovelling, draining, and — what do you call 
tho other thing 7 

Mr. Dunoan — Cribbing. 
Dr. Helmcken — Ay, tbat'B the word, crib« 
bing lloughlor). 8ome roads could not be 
made becauso of the cribbing, but this road 
would bo constructed by cribbing [laughter. | 
Mr. DeCosmos rose and said that instead 
of tho present depressed oondition ol the 
country being attributable in any way as the 
hon. Speaknr had intimated to the present 
Governor, tho administration of Sir James 
Douglas had oacasionod It, und it was most 
tiniair to. make the present Governor res- 
ponsible (or it. Had a wise system of Gov- 
ernment been adoptod in the earlier days 
and tho indiistrids and settlement cf the 
Island cnoouruged, tho country would not 
nov,' bo in so dopressed a condition [hoar, 
hear] . 

Dr. Helmcken deniod that be had made 
an/ such assertion in regard to making the 
Governor rosponsiblo for tbo present statu 
cf tho country. It was not be but the legis- 
lation of tho country that had caused it by 
interfering with (roe trado and introducing 
miserable measures to impose a tnrifl before 
union look place [hesr, bear, from Dr. 
Powoll and Ash ; and No, no, from tho other 
members). 

Mr. M'Cluro said ho hoped that the Houso 
would confine itself to tho question beforo it, 
and not utter such irrelevant absurdities as 
the last speuker must be aware bo was utter.- 
ing. What was roully the causa uf tho pres- 
ent Btnto of affairs was the diminution in tho 
rolurns Irom tho gold mines ; the dcprusBing 
eflcct of which, howovor, wus greatly aggra- 
vated by tho mismanagement of tho colony 
prior to tho last few years. It wus tho bun. 
Speaker and bis party who allowed the coun- 
try to fall into tho bunds of unscrupulous 
speculators who, when immigration did ouino 
to tho country, drovo it away. [ Hear, hear] 

The item passod ; Messrs. Helmoken, Ash, 
Duncan and Powoll voted against, und 
Messrj. DoCosmos, Dickson, M'Clure, 
Cochrane and CHrswell for it.

Dr. Afh opposod the item. Tho bridge 
was an extravagant waste of monoy. About 
one person a day travelled noross tho river, 
and there wns always a canoe with an Indian 
woman nt hand.

Mr, Carswull thought as this was a matter 
conuooted with his district ho ought to Buy 
something (laughter).

On the umendiHont allowing plaintiffs or 
defendants to appeor in Court by their clerks, 
agents, or attorneys in fact 

The hon. Attorneyi-Goncral said that tho 
purlins to suits were allowed to appear in 
any Court. The practice at home was that 
au agent who war not paid might appear, 
with the leave of tho Court, but to admit 
any stranger would subject tho Court to tho 
annoyance of a class of unskilled persous. 

Tho hon. Colonial Secretary suit! that if a 
Distriot Court woro held ut Comox it would 
be vory hard if a plainlill's agont could nut 
uppoar for him, particularly if resident here. 
Tho only question was what constituted a 
clerk or ogeul. He advocated an agent be- 
ing allowed to appear on producing a written 
authority. 

Tho hou. Attorney General said there was 
no objection whatever to an Attorney-in-fact 
nppouring. For instance, it would bo hard 
to forco n woman into oour'. 

The hon. Treasurer advised precaution 
Doing tukon to prevent third porsons from 
appearing who could make any chnrgo they 
pleased and not be subject to tho Judge of 
tho Court.

EUROPEAN ITEMS. 



L' Europe, of Frankfort, describes in glow- 
ing terms iho uprising of the young demo- 
cracy of England : " What encouragement," 
it exclaims, " should there be for democracy 
in the rest of tho world. Courage, Mr. 
Bright! courage, Lord John 1 you old cham- 
pions of 1832 ! You cannot better crown 
your caroor than by taking another step in 
the path whero you bavo gained your great 
and doserved popularity, or in fulling be- 
neath the blows of your former friends, now 
allied wilh the adversaries cf your wholo 
political life." 

Wo understand that it is vory probable 
that a new decoration will bo instituted im- 
mediately. At present the marks ol distinc- 
tion given to those who exhibit gallantry in 
the rescue of life from shipwreck aro con- 
ferred by private associations only. It is 
now likely that a national decoration will 
take tho place of the less formal tokens of 
recognitiou. It will be givon in Her Majes- 
ty's name, and will bo in the form of u ruedul 
under tho designntiou of " Tho Albert 
Medal." 

A httcr from St. Petersburg announces 
that the Emperor Alexander lately uttended 
a theatrical performance far the (list time 
since tho death of tho Grand Duko Nicholas. 
Tbe French Ambassador gave u charming 
soiree, when tableaux vivantt wero represented 
by persons ot both sexes belonging to tho 
embassies of Franoe and England. Tbe 
Italian Ministry and tho Countess do Limnay 
gave, in tho magnificent saloons of tho Hotel 
Demidolf, a grand bull, which was attended 
by all tho high soointy of the Russian capital. 

Gustav Werner, tho proprietor of the Zoo- 
logical Gardens at Stultgurt, has been very 
nearly killed by ono of his own lions. His 
life was only saved by tho presence of mind 
of his daughter, who seized a wooden bench, 
and smashed with it the glass windows sur- 
rounding the oago. This diverted the rage 
of the animal, and caused him to release bis 
bold ot Werner, nho was instantly rolein-cd 
from his perilous position. His wounds are 
severe, but his recovery is expected. 

A Paris butcher has obtained authority to 
open a shop for tho sale of horse flesh, on the 
condition th^t he will coiisuuct a special 
slaugbtor-house lor the horses, the flesh of 
whloh i> to be sold as food. The slaughter-! 
houso will bo placed under the superintend* 
euco of an inspector specially appointed lur 
that purpose. Tbe opening ol the shop is to 
bn celebrated by a grand popular bnuquol, at 
which home-moat will form tho principal in- 
gredient of iho dishes. 

An Artist's Retaliation aoainst an Ad- 
verse Ciutic — Mr. Ernest Grisot, the clever 
draughtsman of animals and droll figures, 
wus somewhat slightingly spoken of in a 
notice in Iho Athenceum a fortnight einoe. 
The artist conceived hiinsell aggrieved, nnd 
forthwith produced a sketch of bis supposed 
reviewer engaged in a very dyspeptic mood 
upon a criticism of his new book. A cai, 
in attempting un offeotiooato pur, is savagely 
kicked, und the picture is further heightened 
with lurthor pleasantries. TIiib sketch has 
been placed in the shop window near Lei- 
roster square, where tho artist first made his 
debut, with tho objectionublc criticism bes 
noalh, und tho notices from tho Times, the 
Saturday Review, and other journals arranged 
around in triumph. Crowds of people, wo 
are told, block up tho pavement to behold 
this new style of appeal against an art oriti- 
oisrn.
